Fine Weather, Oooil Attendance and 


Clone ron tests. 


The Enterprise says: 
Increasing attention is attracted 
to 


the mineral development and indications 
to the westward of Mouat Davidson, 
along the slope facing Washoe Valley, 
and prospectors are constantly making 
trips out in that directions, where par- 
ties are engaged in practical mining 
work, as for instance us the Harris 
mine, Dick Thomas' mine and the Nor- 
ris mine. A great deal of surface pros- 
pecting has been done throughout this 
section during the past twenty years or 
more, but hitherto without decisive re- 
sult. It would seem, however, that a 
rich and extensive mineral discovery 
must be brought to light in that section 
before long. An old Comstocker, re- 
cently returned after an absence of sev- 
eral years, who has been prospecting 
aud Inking general observations through- 
out the section in question for the last 
three or four weeks, gives it as his de- 
cided opinion that there ia 
a heavy 


main ledge running through there, paral- 
lel with the Comstock, iuid which may 
eventually prove to be of equal value 
aud importance, being fully three miles 
in length and over 100 feet wide. 
He 


says it is easily traceable, aud in places 
will yield $100 to the ton, principally 
gold. 


Whether his diagnosis is correct or 


not iu details, it has been a popular 
theory for years that a heavy ludge or 
mineral belt, passes from American Flat 
through to the westward of Mount 
Davidson, and the old Pony Express 
and Florida ledge, at the south end of 
American Flat, where the Carson road 
crosses the divide, may be a portion of 
it, extending along the range of bills 
west of the flat northward.
